Jail Sunday 


Dallas L. Archie, age 40, 
died in the Coffee County jail 
Sunday morning. Law officers 
report he died between being 
given some medicine at 7:10 
and 8:10 when Daputy Ray 
Norris and Bobby Boutwell ent- 
ered the cell to insure he was 
clean and dressed, as Sunday 
was visiting day. Archer was 
jailed after being arrested on 
warrants charging him with 
killing a dog and breaking out 
windows in a house. He was 
scheduled for a mental hearing 
on Monday morning of this 
week, 


Archie was in a one-man 
cell and was taking some med- 
icine prescribed by doctors aft- 
er he was jailed. The jailer 
kept the bottles and issued one 
pill and one capsule to trus- 
tees when it was due. Reporte 
edly the man would take the 
pill sometimes but almost al- 
ways refused to swallow the 
capsule and would drop it down 
‘the toilet. He destroyed the 
first mattress in his room 
and refused to sleep on the 
bunk, but would sometimes 
rest his head on the replace- 
ment mattress. Coroner Mar- 
vin Mcliwain reported that 
even though the man had been 
fed breakfast at 6:30 it ap- 
peared he had eaten none of 
the food, but scattered it 
around his cell in 
pieces. 


Mcllwain gave the tenta- 
tive cause of death as choke 
ing on food lodged in his 
throat or drowning from body 
fluids in his mouth, The 
body was taken to Birmingham 
by Dr. McCrackin of the 
State Toxicologist’s office in 
an effort to determine the 
cause of death. No report has 
been issued in the case at 
press time. 

In addition to local officials 
and representatives of the 
state toxicologist’s office, Sgt. 
Brewer of the Alabama Bu- 
reau of Investigation assisted 
in the investigation at the 
request of local officials. - 
(See obituaries).

Convicted Criminal Recaptured Here 


Local law enforcement 
officers arrested a convicted 
murderer who had escaped 
from a Florida prison Sunday 
night, in Elba. 

Jerry Blow, age 38, was 
one of five inmates who es- 
caped in a hijacked prison van 
after overpowering their guard 
enroute to the state reception 
and medical center in Lake 
Butler, Florida, on Friday of 
last week. AJl others had 
been recap’ before Blow, 
who is fro, ‘octgomery, Ala- 


bama. 

Officers received a_ tip 
that Blow would be in Elba 
Sunday night, and staked out 
the residential area he was 
reported to be visiting. After 
remaining on the stakeout 
from shortly after 8 p.m, until 
about 11:30, Blow and two fe- 
male companions were arrested 
as they left the residential 
area. Thirteen law officers, 
including deputy sheriff, high- 
way patrolmen and Elba city 
police assisted in the stake- 


out and ensuing arrest. Blow 
remains in the Coffee County 
jail awaiting extradition pap- 


ers. He has refusedto waive:

‘Coffee County Sheriff Neil 
Grantham, _ 

Deputy Sheriff Ray Norris 
said he received a telephone 
tip that the man would be in 
Elba Sunday night, and notified 
city officials and state troop- 
ers.

waited until the trio left the 


Elba home, because the man 
was a convicted killer, re- 
portedly armed with the pistol 
of the overpowered guard and 
they didn’t want the children 
and adults in the home hurt 
or taken hostage.

The grantee shall receive 
and distribute television and 
radio signals which are dis- 
seminated to the general pub- 
lic without charge by broad- 
casting stations licensed by 
the Federal Communications 
Commission, All FCC regu- 
lations shall be complied with 
regarding the carriage of the 
programming ofany existing or 
future television broadcasting 
station which covers the city of 
Elba in its principal broad- 
casting area, 

Section 10, Program Alter- 
ation. 

All programs of broadcast- 
ing systems carried by the 
grantee shall be carried in 
their entirety as received, and 
at the time received, with an- 
nouncements and advertise- 
ments, and without additions, 
except as may be allowed tobe 
altered as to content or de- 
livery by FCC regulations, 

Section 11, Service To 
Schools. 

The grantee shall provide 
service to public school loca- 
tions and teaching stations 
within the city for educational 
purposes upon request by the 
city and at no cost to it or 
to the public school system, 
The grantee may at its elec- 
tion provide similar services 
without cost toprivate schools, 
including parochial or other 
religious schools, 

Section 12, Emergency Use 
of Facilities, 

In the case of any emer- 
gency or disaster, the grantee 
shall, upon request of the 
governing body, make avail- 
able its facilities to the city 
for emergency use during the 
emergency or disaster period. 

Section 13. Other Business 
Activities, 

(a) Grantee shall not engage 
in the business of selling, re- 
pairing, or installing television 
receivers, radio receivers, or 
accessories for such receivers 
within the city duringthe term 
of this franchise, 

(b) This franchise auth- 
orizes only the operation of 
a CATV system as provided for 
herein, and does not take the 
place of any other franchise, 
license, or permit which might 
be required by law of the 
grantee, 

Section 14, Safety Require- 
ments, 

(a) The grantee shall at 
all times employ the highest 
degree of care as is com- 
mensurate with the practical 
operation of its business and 
Shall install and maintain in 
use commonly accepted meth- 


ods and devices for preventing 
failures and accidents which 
are likely to cause damage, in- 
juries, or nuisances to the pub- 
lic. 

(b)The grantee shall install 
and maintain its wires, cables, 
fixtures, and’ other equipment 
in accordance with the require- 
ments of the National Electric 
Safety Code promulgated by the

Couple Charged With Interfering With Police, Claim Police Harrassment 


Harrassment by the Police 
Department charges were lev- 
eled Tuesday night by Roger 
and Marilyn Mills when they 
appeared before the Elba City 
Council, The couple was 
charged with interfering with 
police officers in the perform- 
ance of their duties and 
resisting arrest in an incident 
Sunday night, May 28. 

Elba police, state troopers 
and deputies from the Coffee 
County Sheriff s Department had 
staked out an area near and on 
the Kinston Highway following 
a tip that an escapee from a 
Florida prison was in the 
area, Reports indicated that 
the man was a convicted mur- 
derer, was armed and consid- 
ered highly dangerous. Two 
others that escaped with him 
had been recaptured in a 
shootout with Florida police, 


Mrs. Mills opened the dis- 
cussion and stressed that she 
nor any of her family had ever 


been in trouble with the po- 
lice, but that they were cone 
stantly harrassed by the offi- 
cers. She related stories of 
police insulting her when she 
called to report finding a door 
at the Junior Food Store open 
one morning several years ago; 
of police following their auto- 
mobile for long periods of 
time; and of being detained by 
police while they checked her 
husband's driver's license, as 
well as the recent arrest, 


Police Chief M. W. Johns~ 
ton, Officer Tyson, Prescott, 
Spurlin and Phillips were 


among the officers she char« 
ged with harrassment in pre 
vious incidents, 


Mr. Mills reported that one 
morning he was going to Troy, 
stopped as directed at two 
school crossings and noticed 
as he traveled up the Troy 
Highway that a police car was 
behind him, He said that when 
the police car turned around

Kinston Highway. Mrs. Mills 
then said they asked Tyson 
what was going on and he told 
her he didn't know, She said 
that after Tyson repeatedly said 


he didn’t know, she and her 
husband drove up on the levee, 
and from the railroad tracks 
around back tothe Kinston High- 
way, and couldn't see anything.

She reported to the 
council that when he told po- 
liceimen he wasn’t voing to 
jail, Johnston asked the other 
officers, ‘' Y'all can’t yet him out 
of the truck?’’ and Spurlin and 
Tyson started pulling Mills out 
and he held onto the steering 
wheel. The officers report- 
edly pulled Mills out of — the 
truck by the legs, handcuffed 
him and held him to the ground 
with the shotgun to his head. 
She said that Johnston kicked 
her husband twice during this 
time. 


She was doing most of the 
talking, and reported that 
Officer Carnley scratched her 
finger trying to take the truck 
keys away from her and added, 
“Tl know he is an old man and 
I don’t know (pause) ~ well, | 
think he is too old to be feel- 
ing. I don’t know if he could 
feel and make me turn loose 
or what, but he had his hand 
under my blouse on my bare 
skin.’”’ Carnley has repeated- 
ly denied ever placing his hand 
on Mrs. Mills, and did so 
again Tuesday night. 


The couple was taken to 
the jail, he was locked up 
and she remained at the jail, 
in the office and on the porch, 


until after the arrest had been 
made, At that time she was 
taken to the Elba Police Sta- 
tion, allowed to sign her own 
bond, and go home, He was 
kept in the jail overnight and 
later released on bail. 

The case was in city court 
and transferred to county 
court by City Judge Jackson 
W. Stokes, and will be heard 
later this month, 


Sheriff Neil Grantham was 
at the meeting, and Mayor 
Folsom asked him if he want- 
ed to make a statement. 
Grantham responded that he 
didn't come to the meeting to 
get into that discussion, but 
only to publicly commend the 
members of the Elba Police 
Department, Highway Patrol 
und deputies in his department 
for the professional tnanner 
in which they apprehended the 
suspect without him hurting 
other citizens including Mr, 
und Mrs. Mills, any officer or 
the suspect. 

Grantham udded 
response to a question from 
the Mills’ that he would have 
arrested them also if they had 
been interfering with conduct 
of business. Grantham was 
not in the county during the 
weekend, 


that in 


Police officers involved in 
the case declined to comment 
on the details stating that they 
couldn’t comment because the 
case was pending in court, 


Mr. and Mrs.- Mills said 
they would be back to the coun- 
cil after their case was 
settled in court. 


In other business, the 
council voted unanimously to 
rehire Pat Mount who had 
been working after school in 
the library. She had been 
fired last week by Mayor 
Folsom who stated to the 
council that the budget couldn’t 
Stand the $46.00 a week. Coun- 
cilman Jimmy Wise said, ‘‘ You 
have been working on private 
property for two days, and how 


we can save money this way is 
beyond me.”’ 

Librarian Mrs. Mary 
Dowling has stated that the 
young lady is very efficient 
help, has a pleasant persona- 
lity and she wanted to keep 
her. 

Also, the council members 
were unanimous in their ef- 
forts to get normal work pro- 
gressing. Several projects that 
had been approved during the 
past six months were discussed 
and Folsom was questioned as 
to why they were not finished, 
and why several were started 
and then apparently abandoned, 


Folsom told the council, 
‘We have some duds working 
for the city of Elba that are 
not worth the salt in their 
bread.’’ Later Councilman 
John Sharpless questioned this 
statement, and stated that if 
there were unproductive work- 
ers in the system, they needed 
firing and it wasn’t fair to the 
good workers to make such a 
blanket statement. 


The council voted to imme- 
diately begin work on a sewer 
repair at the airport, the 
drainage in Brookdale, repair- 
ing “‘thrilP?s hil?’ road, and in- 
stalling the fence at the Mul-~ 
berry balifield.
